Some become so ticklish that 
waving a finger nearer and 
nearer to them and making a 
buzzing sound may send them 
into gales of laughter even 
before you touch them. 
It is concluded that the re- 


sponse to tickling was origi- 
nally a protective mechanism, 
warning one of the presence 
of insects or other lightweight 


Can you tickle yourself and 


make yourself giggle, scream 
with laughter or cry? Scien- 
tists who have studied the 
matter say you can't. Perhaps 
you can come close to tickling 
yourself if you lightly run a 
feather over the front part of 
the roof of your mouth but 
you won't get much of a bang 
out of it. Most people respond 
to tickling by squirming and 
pushing the tickler away. The 
ability to be tickled varies 
with your mood. 


Attempts to tickle a girl 


who was subject to fits of de- 
pression failed when she was 
sad but, when she was happy, 
tickling apparently made her 
more so. This was true, how- 
ever, only when the tickler 
was a friend. Tickling by a 
stranger or a person she 
didn't like would only bring 
forth a hostile response. Even 
when the tickler is a dearly 
loved 
friend 
tickling 
may 


evoke fear or anger if it 
comes as a complete surprise 
or if it is prolonged. 


Since tickling is closely akin 


to itching it may be classified 
as a mild form of pain and is 
felt through the same nerve 
endings as pressure and pain. 
The areas found to be the 
most ticklish in addition to 
the roof of the mouth are the 
palms and soles, 
armpits, 


lower margin of the ribs, 
bend of the knees and el- 
bows, the lips and the hairs 
of the nose.

Our e x p e r t went to six 


hearts and West dutifully 
opened a diamond. The ace 
was played from dummy. East 
played his lowest diamond— 
the seven, but it did him no 
good. 
South led dummy's nine of 


hearts and ducked. West was 
in with the jack and put a 
second diamond on the table. 
South won with his king and 
ran off the rest of the tricks. 


South was m i g h t y lucky. 


Had he bid the hand normally 
he would have taken a chance 
and responded three hearts. 
North would surely have tried 
three spades whereupon the 
slam would have been bid in 
spades' Where if • wouTd have 
been a cinch. 


South was even more lucky 


to get away with his actual 
trump play. If West had been 
alert he might have wondered 
about that nine spot finesse 
and noted that since South 
had dropped the diamond four 
on the first trick that East 
had played his lowest dia- 
mond.

Answer to The Mountain of Mail 
R 


aising the price of stamps 
won't 
cure 
the perennial 


problems 
of the United 


States Post Office Department. 
Indeed, its budgeted deficit of 
$1.2 billion next year will be 
enlarged If Congress approves 
the latest plan from President 
Johnson. He Is asking for a one- 
cent hike in the cost of each 
5-<ent stamp, each 8-cent air- 
mail stamp and each 
4-cent 


stamp for a postcard, starting 
July 1. This would yield an es- 
timated increase in revenue of 
$800 million a year. 


In the same breath, Mr. John- 


son proposes pay hikes averag- 
ing 4.5 per cent, effective next 
Oct. 1, for all federal civilian 
workers and 
members of the 


Armed Forces. The cost would 
be more than $1 billion annually 
-$200 million more than the in- 
take from higher postal rates. 
Two more stepups in federal pay 
scales, In 1968 and 1969, would 
add about $2.5 billion a year to 
the national budget. 


These cost Increases, as we 


understand the plan, contemplate 
few if any additions to the pres- 
ent force of 700,000 postal work- 
ers wrestling with 80 billion peic- 
es of mail this year. Extra hands, 
even if they could be recruited, 
can hardly be hired fast enough 
to match the growth of the mail 
mountain. 


The alternative is mechaniza- 


tion-the only hope for moving the 
swelling volume of mail and res- 
cuing the Post Office from its 
23-year-old deficit. The Post Of- 
fice Department is taking com- 
mendable steps toward mechan- 
izing. It will have to move a lot 
faster just to catch up. 


There, too, lies the best chance 


for cutting back the ever-rising 
federal payroll and its upward 
pressure on the cost of living. 
President Johnson is correct, of 
course, In saying that the fed- 
eral government must Increase 
pay rates if it is to compete 
with business and industry for 
scarce 
manpower. That very 


competition, we submit, is wind- 
Ing up the wage-price spiral. Unc- 
le Sam must follow the example 
of progressive business in mak- 
ing use of automation. 


Only nine years ago, a first- 


class letter was being delivered 
for just 3 cents. Doubling that 
price, as proposed by the Pres- 
ident, won't guarantee better mail 
service. On the contrary, using 
the extra money to cover less 
than one-third of a three-install- 
ment pay raise for federal pay- 
rolls will be one step forward 
and two backward into the sea of 
red ink.-Miami (Fla.)

BONN, Germany (AP) - The 


Chriatlsn Democratic Party re- 
ported today former West Ger- 
man Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer has died. He was 91 
years old. 


The architect of postwar West 


Germany died at his three-story 
home in Rhondorf, a village 
close to Bonn, after a week's ill- 
ness with influenza and bronchi- 
tis. 


His family was at his bed- 


side, 


Adenauer was one of the most 


influential figures of the west- 
ern world for two decades. He 
served as chancellor of West 
Germany from the founding of 
the Bonn Republic in 1949 until 
1963. But he remained active in 
politics almost to the end as a 
firm friend of French President 
Charles de Gaulle. 


"Der Alte—the old man—as 


Adenauer was known to his 
countrymen, was still a mem- 
ber of parliament when he died. 
He was a member and former 
chairman of the Christian Dem- 
ocratic Party. 


All through the cold war, he 


was one of the West's most un- 
compromising opponents of So- 
viet communism. In his last 
years, however, after he relin- 
quished the chancellorship to 
Ludwig Erhard, he predicted 
Red China would be the West's 
major menace and urged closer 
relations with Russia. 


West Germany lay in the ruins 


of World War II when Adenauer 
took power. Its people Were dis- 
turbed by the rest of the world 
because of the Nazi past. 


During Adenauer's 14 years in 


office the country rose to un- 
precedented 
prosperity 
and 


gained acceptance as a friend 
and ally of the Western powers. 
It became a bulwark against 
further westward expansion by 
Communism. 


Sir Winston Churchill called 


Adenauer "the greatest German 
statesman since Bismarck." 


Former President D wight D. 


Eisenhower praised him for 
"dedication to his people and 
the peace of the world." The 
late President John F. Kenned} 
hailed 
him as "an historic 


figure."
